Chief Jus- 


tice of the new Court of Commerce.

BOSTON & MAINE RAILROAD. - 


Hon. Martin A. Knapp. 


Judge Knapp was born in Spafford, New York, in 1813. 
He graduated trom 


Wesleyan University in 1SC8, and has received from that university the honorary de- 
gree of LL. D. In 1SD1 he was appointed an Interstate Commerce Commissioner by 
President Harrison and was made Chairman of the Commission in 1898, which po- 
sition he held until December, 1910, when he was appointed Chief Justice of the new 
Court of Commerce by President Taft. He has given profound study to railway rate 
problems and his character, ability and experience are such as to command the re- 
spect of everyone. 


The following is. an extract from an address given in New York on November 


22, 1910: 


This question of railroad rates—that is to say, of railway tew-mies—involves 


vastly more than the direct interest of shippers or shareholders. In a very real sense, 
in a sense.which is fortunately coming to be better understood, it is a great question 
of public policy, second to none in its economic importance. 
Speaking only for my- 


self, and, of course, without, reference to the pending controversy over rate advances 
or any other particular instance, there are certain aspects of this question which im- 
pess me as of Immediate and imperative moment. If this great country of ours is to 
grow and prosper as it ought, if its resources arc to he developed as they ought, if its 
swelling numbers find profitable employment as the yought, if we realize our oppor- 
tunities as wo ought, then it seems to me that railroad revenues should be sufficient 
to accomplish three things: 


For New Construction 


First, a return on railway investments of such amount and so well assured as 


to attract and secure the necessary capital—an enormous sum in the aggregate—to 
improve existing roads -and to construct without delay thousands and thousands of 
miles of. new lines in fruitful regions now destitute of any -means of transportation, 
it is a matter of common knowledge that the output of traffic lor the fiscal year 1907 
exceeded the carrying capacity of all our rail and water lines. 
Now, with the rapid 


increase of population and an equally rapid increase of productive efficiency—that is 
to say,'with a greater army of-workers, better cultivation, of the soil, and finer in- 
dustrial .organization—the output of that year ought o be,doubled, and will be doubled, 
In another decade, if only we can provide for its prom-pt and proper distribution. And 
when we think of the rich/regions yet unopened'because unserved,-when we recall, 
for example, that there is today in the old State of Maine a section larger than, the 
whole of Massachusetts without a rod of railroad, surely we must be impressed with 
a sense of pressing need and .boundless opportunity. 


Since it is our natior.ab'policy, and long will be, I trust, to rely upon private cap- 


ital and .private enterprise to provide theae great highways of commerce, to. Improve 
and multiply them in pace with our growing requirements, must we not, in the larger 
public interest, whatever may be thought by this shipper or that locality, must we 
not make the business of furnishing railroad transportation, which shall ,l>e up to the 
heal standard of efficiency, convenience and safety, so desirable to the, investor that 
the necessary funds for betterments and extensions will be forthcoming, and so at- 
tractive a vocation that the highest ability and.skill will be employed in its man- 
agement? 
Otherwise, if this is not done, must not our prosperity come measurably 


to a standstill, and our country faoe a future of comparative stagnation? 


For Liberal Wages 
. , : 


Second, the payment of liberal wages to air adequate number of competent men. 


And this not only to insure increasing skill and reliability in a service which is all 
the while becoming more exacting, and on which( the safety and comfort of the pub- 
lic constantly depend, but also because of the very great influence of railway wages 
upon the compensation of labor in every grade and f^ibere of private employment. 


What, after all, my friends, is the fundamental social problem? -Is it not to 


provide by the wise development of our, institutions," aiid without radical action or 
injustice, for a more equable diffusion of the'bountiful wealth which the earth pro- 
duces? To my mind.it is a most suggestive fact that our modern methods-of trans- 
portation and communication have served, among other things, to increase enor- 
mously the relative number of employees, and to diminish correspondingly, the number 
of employers. Now, since a very large and 'increasing majority of all the able-bodied 
everywhere live, and must live, by working for others in one capacity or another, 
must it not .be true that a high, and advancing standard of payment for service of 


, every sort tends strongly to promote,'' and is the best practical means of bringing 
about that degree of equality in the enjoyment of social benefits which-makes for the 
satisfaction and happiness of all our people? 


For Betterments Out of Earnings 


Thiid, (he betterment of existing lines,, so as greatly to augment their aervice- 


alilenoss to the public, as can in varying degree be done everywhere without unnec- 
essary and undesirable Increase of capitalization. 


Every dollar borrowed to improve a road now in operation puts a mortgage on 


the future and increases the Interest charge which the public is required to pay. The 
improvement from current earnings puts no lien upon the property, but rather in- 
creases its value and usefulness, while by adding to the security of -capital already 
invested, II tends strongly to reduce the rale of interest upon that capital. 


EC, to my mind, this means a-national policy, this question of railroad earnings, 


a policy in harmony with our antioual policy in other matters of public moment, a 
policy in accordance with that, enlarging spirit of altruism which nianifcFls itself to- 
day in public as well as in private life, and which Impels the present generation to 
assume burdens which it might defer or escape in order that another generation may 
have an easier task and a larger opportunity. Surely, is not this sort of railway con- 
servation a wise and patriotic policy? 


1 am a sincere advocate of public regulation. Naturally, yon say, I must justify 


my:job. But I firmly believe that the results already attained/warrant the expectation 
of further and greater success. 
Certainly I have this encouragement, that when I 


' contrast, the "ideas and practices and method^ which were characteristic if not uni- 
versal a score of years ago, with the ideas and practices and methods which gener- 
ally obtain today, 1 can see an immense advance towards sound and sane conduct, 
and the just recognition of "public rights. 


Meanwhile, and this Is special cause for confidence, there has come lo pass a 


illiillncl. chans* of attitude on the part of railway managers toward the. whole sub-
